becauſe we have not an affected auſterity 
in our looks, that we have not Piety in 
our hearts. Very merry men have been 
very godly men ; and if a good Con- 
ſcience be a continual Feaſt, there is no 
realon but men may be very merry 
at it. 

You, Mr. Speaker , have this day 
made a Noble Preſent to the King. Do 
you think that if you and your worthy 
Companions had brought it up with 
folded Arms, down-caſt Looks, with 
Sighs and other Inſtances of Deſperati- 
on, 1t would not have been a very Me- 
lancholick Preſent © Have not your 
frank and dutiful Expreſsions,that chear- 
fulneſs and vivacity in your Looks, ren- 
dered it much more acceptable, much

induſtry 1s uſed to alienate the Aﬀecti- 
ons of the people,and toinfule Jealouſies 
into 
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into them ot the King and His Govern- 
ment : They talk of introducing Popery, 
of evil Counſellors, and ſuch-other old 
Calumnies as are pardoned by this Act 
of Indempnity, _ 

His Majeſty told you when He was. 
laſt here , what rigor and ſeverity He 
will hereafter uſe, how contrary loever 
it1s to Fs Nature, 1n theſe caſes; and 
conjured you, My Lords and Gentle- 
men, to concur with Him in this juſt and 
neceſſary Severity, which 1 am ſure 
you will do with your utmoſt vigilance, 
and that you wil believe that too much 
il cannot befal thoſe who do. the beſt 
they can to corrupt His Majeſties Na- 
ture, and to extinguiſh His Mercy. 

My Lords and Gentlemen, Jtold you 
] was to acquaint you with ſome things 
His Majelty intends to do. during this 
Recels, that you may lee He will give 
no intermils1on to His own Thoughts for 

| the 
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the Publick good, though for a time He 
diſpences with your Aſciſtance. 

He doth conſider the infinite import- 
ance the Improvement of Trade muſt 
be to this Kingdom, and therefore His 
Majeſty intends forthwith to eſtabliſ}i 
a Council tor Trade, conſiſting of ſome 
Principal Merchants of the ſeveral 
Companies; to which He will adde ſome 
Gentlemen of Quality and Experience . 
and for their greater honor and encou- 
ragement, ſome of my Lords of His 
own Privy Councll. 

In the next place, His Majeſty hopes 
that by a well-ſetled Peace, and Gods 
great bleſsing upon Him and you, this 
Nation wall in a ſhort time flouriſh to 
that degree, that the Land of Canaan 
did, when Eſau found it neceſlary to 
part from his Brother. ——For their 
riches were more, than that they might 
dwell together, and the Land where- 
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in they were, could not bearthem, be- 
cauſe of their Cattle. We have been 
our ſelves very near this Pinacle of 
Happineſs, and the hope and contem- 
| plation that we may be ſo again, difſ- 
poles the King to be very ſolicitous 
| for the Improvement and Proſperity of 
His Plantations abroad, where there 1s 
ſuch large room for the Induſtry and 

Reception of ſuch who: ſhall defire to 
go thither : And therefore His Ma- 
jeſty likewiſe intends to erect and e- 
| ſtabliſh a Council for thoſe Planta- 
tions, in which, Perſons well qualt- 
| fied ſhall be wholly intent upon the 
| good and advancement of thoſe Plan- 
tations. 

There are two other Particulars , 
which I am commanded to mention, 
which were both mentioned and: re- 
| commended to you. by His Majeſty 
in His Declarazon from Preada : 
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The one, for the Confirmation of Sales, 
or other recompence for Purchaſers : 
The other , for the compoting thoſe 
Differences and Diſtempers in Religion, 
which have too much diſturbed the 
Peace of the Kingdom. Two very 
weighty particulars, in which His Ma- 
jeſty knows you have ſpent much time, 
and concerning which, He ſ{houid have 
heard from you betore this time, tf you 
had not met with great Difticulties in 
the Diſquiſition of either. 
 _Forthetirſt, His Majeſty hath not 
been without much thought upon the 
Argument , and hath done much to- 
wards the accommodation of many par- 
ticular Perſons; and you ſhall not be at 
your journeys end, before His Majeſty 
will put that buſineſs concerning Sales 
into ſuch a way of Diſpatch, that He 
; doubts not you will finde a good pro- 
greſs made 111t before your coming to- 
gether 
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gether again, and1 believe the Perſons 
concerned, will be very much too blame, 
it they receive not good ſatisfaction : 
And Jfome of you who ſtay in Town , 
{hall be adviſed and conſulted with in 
| that ſettlement. 
| The other, of Religion, is a ſad Ar- 
gument indeed ; It 1s a Conſideration 
that muſt make every Religious Heart 
to bleed, to ſee Religion which ſhould 
| betheſtrongeſt Obligation and Ciment 
of Aﬀection, and Brotherly Kindneſs 
| and Compaſsion, made now by the 
perverſe Wranglings of palſsionate and 
ftroward Men, the ground of all Ani- 
moſity, Hatred, Malice and Revenge, 
And this unruly and unmanly Paſs!on 
(which no queſtion the Divine Nature 
exceedingly abhors) ſometimes, and [| 
fear too frequently tranſports thoſe who 
are in the right, as well as thoſe who are 
in the wrong, and leaves the latter more 
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excuſable then the former, when men 
who finde their Manners and Diſpoſitt- 
ons very conformable in all the neceflary 
Obligations of Humane Nature, avoid 
- one anothers Converſation, and grow 
firſt unſociable, and then ancharaable 
toeach other, becauſe one cannot think 
as the other doth. And from this ſepa- 
ration we 1ntitle God to the Patronage 
of, and Concernment 1n our Fancies 
and Diſtinction, and purely for his ſake 
hate one another heartily. It wasnotſo 
of old, when one of the moſt ancient 
Fathers of the Church tells us, That 
Love and Charity was ſo ſignal and 
eminent in the Primitive Chriſtians, that 
it evendrew Admirationand Envy from 
their Adverlaries. Vide (inqutunt) ut in- 
vicem ſe diligunt ! Their Adverſaries in 
that in which they moſt agreed, in their 
very proſecu.iton of them, had their 
Paſs1onsand Ammoſities amongſt them- 
ſelves ; 
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ſelves ; they were 'onely Chriſtians, that 
loved, and cheriſhed, and comforted, 
and were ready to die for one another ; 
Quid nunc ili dicerent Chriftiani, ſt noſtra 
viderent tempora © Says the.incompara- 
ble Grotiuz : How would they look up- 
on our {harp and virulent Contentions 
inthedebates of Chriſtian Religion, and 
the Bloody Wars that have proceeded 
from thoſe Contentions, whuleſt every 
i... 
one pretended to all the Marks which 
areto attend upon the true Church, ex- 
cept onely that whichis inſeparable from 
it, Charity to one another. 
My Lords and Gentlemen, This Dil- 
quiſition hath coſt the King many a ſigh, 
many a ſad hour , when he hath con- 
ſidered the almoſt irreparable reproach 
the Proteſtant Religion hath undergone; 
from the Diviſions and Diſtractions 
which have been ſo notorious within 


this Kingdom. 
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Whar pains he hath taken to compoſe 
them , after ſeveral Diſcourſes with 
Learned and Pious Men of Different 
Perſwaſions; you will thortly lee by a 
Declaration He will publiih upon that 
occaſion ; by which you will fee His 
oreat indulgence to thoſe who can have 
any Protection from Conſcience, to differ 
with their Brethren. And I hope God 
will ſo bleſs the Candor of His Majeſty 
in theCondeſcentions He makes, That 
the Church as well as the State, will re- 
curnto that Unity and Unanimury,which 
will make both King and People as 
happy as they can hope to be m this 
World. 

My Lords and Gentlemen, 1 ſhall 
conclude with the Kings hearty Thanks 
to you, not onely for what you have 
done towards. Him , which hath been 
very Signal, but for what you have done 


towards each other - for the excellenc

Do mach the Padc.of te State is 
4 concerned m the Peace of the 
Church, and how difficulc a thing it is 
to preſerve Order and Government in 
Civil, whileſt there is no Order or 
Government in Eccleſiaſtical Aﬀairs, is 
evident to the World : and this little 
part of the World, Our own Domini- 
ons hath had ſo late experience of it, 
that 
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that We may very well acquieſce in the 
Concluſion, without enlarging Our 


| Self in diſcourſe upon. 1t , 1t being a 


ſubject We have had _—_— occaſion 
to contemplate upon, and to lament, a- 


| broad as well as at home. 


In Our Letter to the Speaker of the 
Houſe of Commons from Breda, We 
declared how , much We delired the 
Advancement and Propagation of the 
Proteſtant Religion ; That neither the 
unkindneſs of thoſe of the ſame Faith 


towards Us; northe Civilities and-Ob- 


ligations. from thoſe of a contrary Pro - 
feſston ( of both which We have had 
abundant evidence) could: inthe leaſt 
degree ſtartle Us, or make Us ſwerve 
fromit , and that nothing can be pro- 
poſed to manifelt Qur Zeal and Aﬀecti- 
on for it, to:which-We will not readily 
conſent: And Wel1aidthen, That We 
did hope 1n due tume., Our Selt. to pro- 
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poſe ſomewhat for the Propagation of 
it, that will ſatisfie the World, that We | 
have always made 1t both Our Care and 

Our Study,. and have enough obſerved 
what 1s molt like to bring diſadvantage 
to it. And the truth 1s, We do think 
Our Self the more competent to propoſe, 
and with Gods alsiſtance to determine. 

many things now 1n ditterence, from the | 
time We have ſpent, and the eXperi- 

ence We have had in moſt of the Re- 
formed Churches abroad, in France, in 
the Low-Countries,and in Germany,where 
We have had frequent Conferences , 
with the moſt Learned men, who have 
unanimouſly lamented the great Re- 
proach the Proteſtant Religion under- 
goes from the Diſtempers and too No- 
torious Schilms in Matters of Religion 
in England: And asthe moſt Learned 
amoneglt them have always with great 
Submiſston and Reverence acknow- 


 ledged 
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ledged and magnified the eſtabliſhed 


. Government of the Church of Eng- 


land, and the great countenance and 
ſhelter the Proteſtant Religion received 
from 1t, before theſe unhappy times : 
So many of them have with great In- 
genuty and Sorrow confefled , that 
they were too eafily miſled by nu{-in- 
formation and prejudice into ſome diſ- 
eſteem of 1t, as1f 1t had too much com- 
plied with the Church of Rome ; 
whereas they now acknowledge it to be 
the beſt Fence God hath yet raiſed 
againſt Popery in the World: And We 
are perſwaded, they do with great Zeal 
wilh it reſtored to 1ts old Dignity and 
Veneration. 

When We were in Holland, We 
were attended by many grave and learn- 
ed Miniſters from hence, who were 
looked upon as the moſt able and princt- 
pal Afſertors of the Presbyterian opint- 
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ons,with whom V Ve had as much Con- 


ference as the multitude of Aﬀairs which 


were then upon Us would permut Us to 
| have, andto Our great Satisfaction and 
Comfort found them Perſons full of 
Aﬀection to Us, of Zeal for the Peace 
of the Church and State, and neither 
Enemies (as they have been given out 
to be) to Epilcopacy, or Liturgy, but 
modeſtly to deſire ſuch alterations 1n 
either, as without ſhaking Foundations, 
might belt allay the preſent diſtempers, 
which the Indiſpoſition of the time, and 
the tenderneſs of ſome mens Conſcien- 
clences had contracted : For the better 
doing whereof, We did intend upon Our 
firſt arrival in this Kingdom to call a Sy- 
nod of Divines, as the moft proper eX- 
pedient to provide a proper remedy for 
all thoſe difterences. and dil-latisfactions 
which had or ſhould arile in matters of 
Religion ; andin the mean time, We

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publiſhed 1n Our Declaration from 
Breda a Liberty to tender Conſciences;

Whileſt We continued 1n. this tem- 
of Minde and Reſolution, and 
have ſo far complied with the perſwa- 
ſion of particular Perſons, and the 
diſtemper of the time, as to be con- 
tented with the exerciſe of Our Religion 
1n Ourown Chappel, according to the 
conſtant practice and Laws eſtabliſhed, 
without enjoyning that pracuice, and the 
obſervation of thoſe Laws, in the 
Churches of the Kingdomin which We 
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have undergone the Cenſure of many , 
as if We were without that Zeal forthe 
Church, which We ought to have, and 
which by Gods Grace, We {hall always 
retain : We have found Our Self not 
ſo candidly dealt with as We have de- 
ſerved, and that there are unquiet and 
reſtleſs Spirits, who without abating 
any of their own diltemper, in recom- 
pence of the Moderation they finde in 
Us, continue their bitterneſs againſt the 
Church, and endeavor to raiſe [ea- 
louſies of Us, and toleflen OurRepu- 
tation by their Reproaches, as if We 
were not true to the Profeſszons We 
have made : And in order thereunto, 
they have very unſealonably cauſed to 
be Printed , publiſhed , and ci{perſed 
throughout the Kingdom a Declara- 
tion heretofore Printed in Our Name, 
during the time of Our being in Scot- 
land, of which We ſhall ſay no more 
than 
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than that the Circumftances by which 
We were. enforced to ſign that Decla- 
ration,are enough knownto the World ; 
And that the worthieſt and greateſt 
part of that Nation did even then 
deteſt yo abhor the ill uſage of Us 
in that particular, when the wn Ty- 
ranny was exerciſed there by the power 
of a few ill men, which at that time had 
ſpread 1t ſelf over this Kingdom ; and 
therefore We had no reaſon to expect 
that We ſhould atthis ſeaſon, when We 
are doing all We can to wipe out the 
memory of all that hath been done a- 
mils by other men , and, We thank 
God, have wiped it out of Our own:Re- 
membrance, have been Our Self affault- 
ed with thoſe Reproaches, which We 
will likewiſe forget, © - | 
Since the Printmg this Declaration,

into the hearts of the People, and of

whom We have conferred hath EXCEPt- 
ed, ought to be reformed as well as the 
Diſcipline. 

This over-paſs1onate and turbulent 
way of proceeding, and the Impatience 
We finde in many for ſome ſpeedy de- 
termination in theſe matters, whereby 
the mindes of men may be compoſed, 
and the Peace of the Church eſtabliſhed, 
hath prevailed with Us to invert the 
method We had propoſed to Our Self, 
and even.18'order to the better callin 


and compoſing of a Synod ( which 


the preſent.) ealouſies will hardly agree 


upon) 
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upon) by the aſsiſtance of Gods bleſſed 
Spirit, which We daily invoke and 
ſupplicate to give ſome determination 
Our Self to the matters in difference , 
until ſuch a Synod may be called, as 
may without paſwon or prejudice, give 
Us ſuch farther aſsiſtance towards a 
perfect Union of Aﬀections , as well 
as ſubmiſs1on to Authority, as 1 necel[- 
ſary: And We are the rather induced 
to take this upon Us, by finding upon 
the full Conference We have had 
with the learned men of leveral Per- 
lwafions, that the mnuſchiefs, under 
which both the Church and State do at 
preſent ſuffer, do not reſult from any 
'| formed Doctrine or Concluſion which 
ether Party maintains or avows , bur 
[rom the Paſszon and Appetite and 
Intereſt -of particular Perſons, who 
contract greater prejudice to each other, 
trom thoſe Aﬀections, than would 
| naturally 
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naturally riſe from their Opinions ; and 
thoſe diſtempers muſt be 1n ſome de 
Cree allayed, before the meeting in a Sy- 
nod can be.attended witi better ſucceſs, 
than their meeting 1n other places, and 
their diſcourles 1n Pulpits have hitherto 
been ; and till all thoughts of Victory 
are laid alide, the humble and neceſlary 
thoughts for the Vindication of Truth 
cannot be enough entertained. 7 
We muſt for the honor of all thok 
of either per{[waſion with whom We 
have conferred, declare, That the 
Profeſsions and Deſires of all for the ad- 
vancement of Piety and true Godli- 
nels, are the ſame; their Profeſsions of 
Zcal for the Peace of the Church, the 
ſame ; of Aﬀection and Duty to Us, 
the ſame: They all approve Epiſcopacy. 
they all approve a ſet Form of Liturgy; 
and they all diſapprove and diſlike the 
Sin of Sacriledge, and the Alienation 


of 
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of the Revenue of the Church ; And if 
upon theſeexcellent Foundations,in ſub- 
miſsion to which there is ſuch aharmony 
of Aﬀections,any Superſtrustures ſhould 
be raiſed, to the ſhaking thoſe Foundati- 
ons, and to the contracting and leflening 
the bleſled gift of Charity, which 1s a v1- 
tal part of Chriſtian Religion, We ſhall 
think Our Self very unfortunate, and 
even ſuſpect that We are defective in 
that adminiſtration of Government with 
which God hathentruſted Us. 

We need not profeſs the high Aﬀecti- 
on and eſteem We have for the Church 
of England as it 1s eſtabliſhed by Law ; 
the Reverence to which hath' ſupported 
us, with Gods bleſsing, againſt many 
temptations ; nor do We think that Re- 
verence in the leaſt degree diminiſh- 
ed by Our . Condeſcentions, not pe- 


remptorily to inſiſt on ſome particulars 


of Ceremony, which, however 1ntro-

duce d by the Piety and Devotion, and 


Order of former times, may not be ſo a- 
greeable to the preſent, but may evenleſ- 
ſen that Fiety azd Devotion, for the 1m- 


provement whereof they might happily 


be firſt introduced,and conſequently may 
well be diſpenſed with; and We hope 
this charitable compliance of Ours will 
diſpoſe the minds of all men to a cheerful 
ſubmilson to that Authority, the preſer- 
vation whereof is ſo neceſlary for the 


Unity and Peaceof the Church; and that 


they will acknowledge the ſupport of the 
Epiſcopal Authority, to be the beſt ſup. 
port of Religion, by being the beſt means 
to contein the minds of men within the 
Rules of Government: And they who 
' would reftrain-the exerciſe of that holy 
function within the Rules which were 
obſerved in the Primitive times, muſt re- 
member and conſider, that the Eccleſia- 
ſtical Power being 1n thoſe bleſſed times 
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| alwates ſubordinate and ſubjectto the Ci- 
vil, it was likewiſe proportioned to ſuch 
an extent of Forifiiton as was molt 
agreeable to that: And as the Sanctity 
and Simplicity, and Reſignation of that 
Age, did then reter many things to the 
Biſhops, which the policy of ſucceeding 
Ages would not admit, at leaſt did 
otherwiſe provide. for; ſo it can be no 
reproach to primitive Epiſcopacy, if 
where there have been great alterations 
1n the Civil Government, from what 
was then, there have been likewiſe 
ſome difference and alteration 1n the 
Eccleſiaſtical, the Eflence and Foun- 
dation being ſtill preſerved. And up- 
on this ground, without taking upon 
Us to cenſure the Government of 
the Church in other Countreys, 
| where the Government of the State 
5 diflerent from what it 1s here, or 
enlarging Our Self upon the Reaſons 
O 2 why, 
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why, whileſt there was an Imagination 


of erecting a Democratical Government 
here in the State, they ſhould be willing 
\ to continue an Ariſtocratical Govern- 


ment in the Church : It ſhall ſuffice to

ſay, that ſince by the wonderful bleſsing 


_ of God, the hearts of this whole Nation 
are returned to an obedience to Monar- 
chique Government 1n the State, 1t muſt 
be very reaſonable to ſupport that Go- 
vernment in the Church which 1s eſta- 
bliſhed by Law, and' with which the 
Monarchy hath flouriſhed through fo 
many Ages, and which 1s 1n truth as an- 
cient in this ]fſland as the Chriſtian Mo- 
narchy thereof; and which hath alwates 
in ſome reſpects or degrees been enlar- 
ged or reſtrained, as hath been thought 


moſt conducing tothe Peace and Happi- | 


nels of the Kingdome; and therefore 
VVe have not the leaſt doubt but that 

the preſent Biſhops will think the Pe 
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Conceſsions now made by Us to allay 
the preſent diſtempers, very juſt and rea. 
ſonable, and will very cheerfully conform 
themſelves thereunto. 

t. VVe do in the firſt place Declare, 
Our purpoſe and Reſolutionis and ſhall 
be to promote the power of Godlinels, to 
encourage the exerciſes of Religion both 
publique and private, and to take care 
that the Lords day be applied to holy 
exerciſes, without unnecellary divertiſe- 
ments ; and that inſufficient, negligent, 
and ſcandalous Miniſters be not permit- 
ted in the Church : And that as the pre- 
ſent Biſhops are known to be men of 
great and exemplar Piety 1n their lives, 
which they have manifeſted in their no- 
torious and unexampled Sufferings du- 
ring theſe late diſtewpers ; and of great 
and known ſufficiency of learning; So 
VVe ſhall take ſpecial Care, by the aſ- 
ſiftance of God, to prefer no men to that 
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Office and Charge, burmen of Learn: 


ing, Virtue, and Piety, who may be 
themſelves the beſt examples to thoſe 


who are to 'be Coverned by them ; 


And VVe {ſhall expe&, and provide the 


beſt VVe can, that the Biſhops be fre- 


quent Preachers, and that they do ve- 
ry often Preach themſelves in ſome 


Church of their Dioceſs, except they | 


be hindred by ſicknels, or other bodily. 


infirmities, or ſome other juſtifiable oc- 


calion, which ſhall not be thought juſti- 


fiable if 1t be frequent. 

2. Becauſe the Dioceſles, eſpecially 
ſome of them, are thought to be of too 
large extent ; V Ve will appoint ſuch a 
Number of Suffragan Biſhops in every 
Dioceſs as ſhall be ſufficient for the due 
performance of their work, 

3- No Biſhop ſhall Ordain, or exer- 
ciſe any part of Juriſdiction which ap- 
pertains to the Cenſures of the Church, 

without 
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without the advice and aſsiſtance of the 
Presbyters ; And no-Chancellors, Com- 
miſlaries, or Officials, as ſuch, ſhall exer- 
cile any Act of Spiritual Juriſdiction in 
theſe caſes ( vis. ) Excommunication, 
Abſolution, or wherein any of the Mi- 
niſtry are concerned, with reference to 
their Paſtoral Charge. However our 
intent and meaning 1s to uphold and 
maintain the Profeſston of the Civil 
Law, ſo far and in ſuch matters as it hath 
been of uſe and practiſe within Our 
Kingdoms and Dominions ; Albelt as 
to Excommunication, Qur VVill and 
Pleaſure 1s, that no Chancellor, Com- 
miflary, or Othcial ſhall Decree any Sen- 
tence of Excommunication or Abſolutt- 
on, or be Judges 1n thoſe 'things wherein 
any of the Miniſtry are concerned, as 1s 
aforeſaid. Nor ſhall the Arch-Deacon 
exerciſe any Juriſdiction without the ad- 
vice and afsiſtance of fix Miniſters of his 
” Arch-

Arch-Deaconry, whereof three to be no- 


minated by the Biſhop, and three by the 


election of the major part of the Presby- 
ters within the Arch-Deaconry. | 
4. To the end that the Deans and 


Chapters may be the better fitted to at-- 


ford Councel and Aſsiſtance to the Bt. 
ſhops, both in Ordination and the other 
Offices mentioned before ; VVe will take 
care that thoſe Preterments be given to 
the molt learned and Pious Presbyters 
of the Dioceſs; And moreover, that an 
equal number (to thoſe of the Chapter) 
of the molt learned, pious, and diſcreet 
Presbyters of the ſame Dioceſs, annually 
choſen by the major vote of all the Preſ-

meetings, the number of the Miniſters ſo 
elected, and thoſe preſent of the Chapter 
ſhall be equal, and not exceed one the 
other,and that to make the numbers equa], 
the Juniors of the exceeding number be 
withdrawn, that the moſt ancient may 
take place : Nor {hall any Suffragan. 
Biſhop Ordain or exerciſe the fore-men- 
tioned Offices and Acts of Spiritual Juriſ- 
di&tion, but with the advice and aſsi{t- 
ance of a ſufficient number of the moſt 
judicious and pious Presbyters, annually 
cholen, as aforeſaid, within his Pre- 
cin&s : And Our Wilts, that the great 
Work of Ordination be conſtantly and 
ſolemnly performed by the Biſhop and 
his aforeſaid Presbytery, at the four ſet

5. We will take care that Confirma- 
tion be rightly and ſolemnly performed, 
by the Information, and with the Con- 
ſent of the Minitter of the place ; who 
{hall admit none to the Lord's Supper, 
till they have made a credible Proteſson 
of their Faith, and promiſed Obedience 
tothe Will of God, according as 1s ex- 
prefled 1n the Conſiderations of the Ru- 
brick before the Catechiſm ; And that 
all poſs|ble dil:gence be uſed for the In- 
ftruction and Reformation of {candalous 
Offenders, whom the Miniſter ſhall not 
ſuffer to partake of the Lords Table, un- 
til they have openly declared themſelves 
to have truly repented, and amended 
their former naughty lives, as 1s partly 
expreſſed in the Rubrick, and more ful- 
ly in the Canons, Provided there be 
place for due Appealsto Supertor Powers.

.7. We are very glad to finde, that 
all with whom We haye conferred, do 
m their Judgements approve a- Liturgy, 
or let Form of Publick. Worſhip, to be 
lawtul; which in Qur Judgement, for 
ito — the 
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the preſervation of Unity, and 'Unifor- 
mity, We conceiveto be very neceflary : 
And though We do eſteem the Liturgy 
of the Church of England, contained in 


the Book of Common Prayer, and by 
Law. eſtabliſhed, to be the beſt We have 
ſeen; and We believe that We have 
ſeen all that are extant and uſed in. this 
part of the World, and well know what 
Reverence. moſt of the Reformed 
Churches, or atleaſt the moſt. Learned 
men in thoſe Churches have for it; Yet 
ſince We finde ſome exceptions made 
againſt ſeveral things therein, We will 
appoint an equal number of Learned Di- 
vines of both Perſwaſions , to re-view 
the ſame, and. to make ſuch alterations 
as {hall be thought moſt neceſſary; and 
ſome additional Forms (11 the Scripture 
phraſe, as near as may be) ſuited unto 
the nature of the ſeveral parts of Wor- 
ſhip, . and that. be. leftto the Miniſters

duce one Ceremony in the Worſhip of

Conſent of the Soveraign Power, may, 
and hathalways introduced ſuch particu- 
lar Ceremonies, as in that conjuncture of 
time are thought moſt proper for edifica- 
tion, and the neceſſary improvement of 
Pilety and Devotion mn the People, 
though the neceſſary practice thereof 
cannot be deduced from Scripture ; And 
that which before was, and in itſelf 1s 1n- 
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different, ceales to be inditferent, after jt 


1s once eſtablithed by Law : And there- 


fore Our preſent Conſlideration and 


Work 1s, to gratifie the private Con- 
iciences of thole who are grieved with 
the ule of ſome Ceremonies, by indulg- 
ing to, and diſpencing with their omitting 


thoſe Ceremonies; not utterly to aboliſh 


any which are Eſtabliſhed by Law, (it 
any are practiſed contrary to Law, 
the ſame ſhall ceaſe) which would be un- 
juſt, and of ill example; and to impoſe 


upon the Conſcience of ſome, tor the ſa- 


tisfaction of the Conſcience of others, 
which 1s otherwiſe provided for.

leave all deciſions and determinations of 
that kinde, if they ſhall- be thought ne- 
ceflary for a perfe&t and entire - Unity 
and Uniformity throughout the Nation, 
to the advice of a National Synod, which 
{hall be duly called, after a little time, and 
amutual Converſation between perſons 
of different perſwaſions, hath mollified 
thoſe diſtempers, abated thoſe ſharpnel- 
| fes, and extinguiſhed thole jealouſies 
which make men unfit for thoſe Conſul- 


tations ; And upon ſuch Advice, We 
{hall uſe Our beſt endeavour that fuch 
Laws may be eſtabliſhed, as may beſt 
provide for the Peace of the Church and 
State. Provided that none {ſhall be 
denied the Sacrament of the Lord's

Inthe meantime, out of Compalsion 
and Compliance towards thoſe who 
would forbear the Croſs in Baptiſm, We 


are Content that no-man ſhall be compel-

Forthe uſe of the Surplice, We are 
contented that all men be left to their li- 
berty to do as they {ſhall think 
fit, without ſuffering 1a the leaſt de- 
oree for wearing or not wearing it; Pro- 
vided, that this liberty do not extend to 
Our own Chappel, Cathedral, or Col- 
legiate Churches, or to any Colledge in 
either of Our Univerſities; but that the 
ſeyeral Statutes and Cuſtoms for the uſe 
thereof in the ſaid places, be there obfer- 
ved as formerly.

admit the practice of Chriſtian Duties 
and Obedience to be diſcountenanced 
and ſuſpended, and introduce a Licence 
in Opinions and Manners, to the preju- 
dice of the ChriſtianFaith. And let Us 
all endeavour, and emulate ieach other

doubt they are : But 'fince that could 
not be done, you may all aſlure your | 
ſelves, That the King'will proceed there- 
inwithall imaginable care and circum- 
ſpedtion, for the eaſe, and quiet, and fe- 
curity of His People: And as He did be- 
forethe laſt Receſs by the unanimous ad- 
vice of His Privy Council, iſſue out 
\His -Commailsions -of Lieutenancy for 
the fetling the 'Militia:in the ſeveral 
Counties , 'to prevent 'any diſorders 
which _ apprehended might ariſe 
upon the diſbanding' the Army ; ſo He 
will now-again recommend 1t to them 
'to/keepthemſelves in ſuch a'Poſture, as 
may 
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may diſappoint. any ſeditious deſigns 
which are now on foot ; and there 
cannot be too much circumſpection and 
vigtlance to fruſtrate thoſe deſigns. You 
have heard of many ſuſpected and dan- 
gerous perſons which have been lately 
clapped up; anditwas hightime to look 
about: His Majeſty hath ſpent many 
hours Himſelf in the examination of this 
buſineſs; and ſome of the Principal Oi- 
cers, who before they came to His Ma- 
jeſtie's Preſence, could not be brought 
to acknowledge any thing,after the Kin 

Himſelt had ſpoken to them, confelled” 
Thar their ſpirits were inſenſibly prevat- 
led upon, and ſubdued, and that it was 
not intheir power to concea] their guilt 
from Him. They have confeſſed, That 
there 1s a party of the late Disbanded 
Officers and Soldiers and others, full . 
of diſcontent and ſeditious purpoſes, 
and a reſolution to attempt the change 
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of the preſent Government, and to 
ere the Republick-; they acknowledge 
that they did purpoſe to have made their 
attempt for the reſcue of thoſe Wretch- 
es, who were ſo juſtly condemned at 
Newgate, and fo worthily executed, 
and that Ludlow ſhould then have ap- 
peared in the head of them; thatthey 
made themfelves ſure at the ſame time, 
by Parties and Confederacy to have 
lJurprized the Tower 'of London, and 
the Caſtle of J/md/or , but that they 
found, or at leaſt apprehended, that their 
gefign was dilcovered ; which ſo broke 
their ſpirits, 'that they concluded they 
mult acquieſce tor the preſent, and ſtay 
till the Army {hould be disbanded, 
which they ſaid was generally debauch- 
ed, that is, Returned to-an honeſt and 
faft obedience 'to the King ; and 'that 
x was evident 'they were betrayed by 
thoſe who wete mnoft 'intirely truſted 
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by them ; and they were in the right: 
The King had notice of all their deſign, 
what progreſs 1t made, and the night 
they intended to ſurprize the Tower 
and Windſor , and gave notice to the ſe- 
veral Governours; and fo without any 
noile, that mifchief was by God's good- 
nels prevented : They acknowledge 
thatthey have ſince recovered their Cou- 
rage and Reſolution, and were about 
this time to make their full attempt ; they 
have been promiſed ſome conſiderable 
Rifing in the Weſt under Ludlow, and 
in the North under others; butthis place 
was the Scene of greatelt hope; they 
made ſure of aBody here, I think they 
lay of Two thouſand five hundred men, 
with which they reſolved 1n the firlt 
place , to ſecure (you know what thatle- 
curity 15) The Perſan of the General, the 
Duke of Albemarle, with whom they 
have ſo much reaſon to þe angry, and

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at the ſame time to poſſeſs themſelves of | 
Whitehall, Y ou know the method uſed | 
'1n ſuch poſſeſsing, Kull, and take Poſ- 
ſeſsion - and this inſupportable Calamr 
ty God hath again diverted from Us; 
though I muſt tell you, the poor men 
who leemto ſpeak honeſtly, ns upon the 
impulſion of Conſcience, are very far 
from being confident, thatthere will-not 
be ſome deſperate Inſurrections and At- 
tempts in ſeveral parts of the Kingdom 
within a ſhort time, which all poſsible 
care will be taken to prevent; and 1n 
ruth this very good City: fo well re- 
quites the Kings abundant Grace and 
Kindnels to it, That not onely by the un- 
wearied Pains and Diligence of the wor- 
thy Lord Major,but by. the general tem- | 
per and conſtitution of the whole City, | 
the diſcontented & ſeditious Party(which 
can never be totally extirpated out of 
uch a. Aetropolis) is like to receive little | 
| encou- | 
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encouragement to purſue their deſperate: 
Counſels. 

TheKing doth not believe that all 
thoſe perſons who at preſent are ap- 
prehended, and in cull will be found: 
guilty of this Treaſon. It is a vulgar and 
known Artifice to corrupt inferior per- 
ſons, by perlwading them, That better 
men are ingaged inthe ſame enterpriſe. 
and the King will make: as much haſte 
as He can to ſet thoſe at Liberty, againſt 
whom the evidence or ſuſpicion 1s not 
too reaſonable. In the mean time, they 
who are in truth innocent., muſt confeſs 
that the proceeding towards them hath 
been very natural and full of Clemency ; 
and no man will wonder, it His Ma- 
jeſty be very deſirous that in this conjun- 
ture, and in order to prevent,. or ſup- 
preſs theſe too viſible diſtempers and Ma- 
chinations, His Militia 1n all places be 1n 
good order and preparation : And you. 
ny: 
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may aſlure your ſelves, That m the for- 


ming and conduct of it, He will have | 


ſo great a care of the eaſe and quiet 
of His People, that if any perſon truſt- 
ed by Him, thall through want of skill, 
or want of temper, ſatisfie his own pal- 
lion or appetite, 1n grieving or vexing his 
neighbours, His Majefty will be fo ſen.

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He is ſo confident in the multitude of 
His very good and faithful Subjects, that 
He is very hard to be perſwaded that His 
few ill and unfaithful Subjects can do 
Him much harm; that He ſo much de- 
pends upon the affection of honeſt men, 
and their Zeal for His ſecurity, that He 
is not ſo ſollicitous and vigilant for His 
own ſafety as he ought to be, amidſt {o 
many Combynations, of which He is ſo 
well informed, that His Servants, who 
with grief & anguiſh importune Him not 
totake ſo little care of his own ſafety,can 
obtain no other anſwer from. Hun; then 
what Cz/ar heretofore gave to his jealous 
Friends, Mor: ſe malle quam timeri, or ti- 
mere ; He will die any death, ratherthen 
live infear of His own Subjects, or that 
they ſhould live 1n fear of him. You may 
tell them as a great Infirmity, that a 
troubled and diſcontented Countenance 
ſo afth&s him, that he would remove 
if 
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it from themat his own charge, as if he 
himſelf were in the fault ; and when he 
hath been informed of any leſs kind, or 
jealous thing ſaid amongſt you, (as your 
windores are never ſo cloſe ſhut, but that 
the ſound of your words OCs to the ſe- 
veral corners of the Town,) His Majeſty 
hath been heard to ſay no more, bur, 
What have I done ? Iwiſh that Gentleman 
\gnd I were acquainted , that he knew me 
better. Oh, Gentlemen, you cannot be 
your ſelves, nor you cannot make your 
Friends too zealous, or too jealous for 
ſuch a Prince's ſafety, or too ſollicitous 
for ſuch a Prince's ſatisfaction and con- 
tent, to whom we may very juſtly ſay,as 
the King of Tyre writ to Solomon, Be- 
cauſe God hath loved his people, he hath 
made thee King over them: Even His de- 
fects and infirmities are very neceſſary 
towards the full meaſure of our prol- 
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eMy Lords and Gentlemen, God - 
hath enabled us to invert one Argument, 
which , | hope, may to a good degree 
repaire the much miſchief it hath hereto- 
fore done: It hath been urged very un- 
reaſonably, yet lucceſsfully urged 1n the 
worlt times, That 1t was not Faith but 
Preſumption, to expect that God would 
reſtore a Family , with which he ſe:med 
to have a controverſie, and l1ad humb- 
led fo far ; That he would ever counte- 
nance a Party, that he had ſo much diſ- 
countenanced, and almoſt deſtroyed.
